Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The speclficatbn shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-5 and 8-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "those nails" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the nail" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation "the nails' magazines" in lines2-3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "the nails' magazine" and "the nails' selectors" in 
lines 2 and 3 respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the nails' magazine" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the inventton was made. 

7. Claims 1, 3, 8, 9. 11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Edwards (US Patent 6.266,871). 
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With regard to claim 1, Edwards discloses a simultaneous fastener application system 
of flat surfaces wherein the system comprises fasteners application and upsetting 
mechanisms in the form of plungers and corresponding dies, and wherein the fasteners 
can be brought to any desired fastening point in any plane, see column 1 , lines 3-6 and 
43-56 and column 2, Iines7-1 1 . Although Edwards does not specifically disclose the 
mechanism being star arranged along a certain number of radiuses, however Edwards 
discloses that the fasteners, thus the application and upsetting mechanisms, can be 
positioned in any pattern in any plane. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to have an^anged the 
mechanisms of Edwards in star arrangement units, in order to fasten circular work 
pieces. Applicant should note that the system of Edwards could be used with nails, see 
column 1, lines 5-6. 
For claim 3, see column 2, lines 47-59. 

For claims 8 and 1 1 , applicant should note that the fasteners in Edwards are applied 
simultaneously, therefore they could be applied by a single blow. 
For claims 9 and 14, Applicant should note that it is within the general knowledge of one 
of ordinary skill in the art to provide appropriate drives for the applying and upsetting 
mechanisms and to the nails' selectors. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2, 5, 1 0, 1 2, 1 5 and 1 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 4 and 1 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112. 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
